Channe! 0/28 has made it clear that despite 
rumors about a deal between the PSL and the 
Australian Broadcasting Commission, it is 
eager to continue televising local soccer next 
season. 

Mr Ron Fowell, chief executive of the Special 
Broadcasting Service which controls Channel 
0/28, said SBS had allowed for soccer coverage in 
its 1982-83 budget. 


“We let it be known some time ago that we want to 
Start negotiations about soccer coverage for next year,’’ 
Mr Fowell said. 

“We did so in writing and verbally, but we still are 
waiting for either the PSL or ASF to come back to us.” 

PSL executive member Tony Labbozzetta said negotiations 
with Channel 0/28 would start as soon as PSL chairman Sam 
Papasavas returns from Greece next week. 

“I think we have an obligation to Channel 0/28 before anyone 
else. We all are extremely grateful for what they’ve done for 
soccer in these past two years.’ Mr Labbozzetta said. 

“But if we can improve soccer’s TV exposure through the com- 
mercial networks or the ABC, then why not? 

“In England, they have three or four networks covering the

“Soccer Action” reported last week that the ABC was consid- 
ering seriously a proposal to run a weekly, one-hour soccer show 
nationally on more than 120 stations. 

ABC sports director, Derek White, subsequently confirmed 
that he had had talks with PSL officials but he said no decision 
would be made until Mr. Papsavas returns from Greece. 

With Channe] 0/28 and the ABC both interested in showing soc- 
cer, the matter of exclusive rights may come into it. 

Neither Mr. Labbozzetta nor Mr. White would say whether the 
ABC was seeking exclusive rights. 

Channel 0/28, on the other hand, always has been willing to 
farm out its soccer material to commercial stations or to the 
ABC. Under this arrangement, soccer has been shown on chan- 
nels in Adelaide, Brisbane, Canberra and Wollongong. 

The ABC would give soccer truly national coverage, but, the 
Channel 0/28 service has been going only to Melbourne and 
Sydney in the past two years. 

But the audience will be enlarged to Cooma and Goulburn 
before next June, and within three years it will go national. 

Channel 0/28’s soccer contract was for two years, and so it has 
to be renegotiated. 

The channel’s latest innovation is its ‘‘Match of the Day’’ pro- 
gramme on Sunday nights — at least one hour of highlights of a 
selected game played on that day. 





+ In addition, there's “Pro Soccer ‘82’ on Friday nights, “‘World 


Soccer Scene"’ on Monday nights, and ‘Captain Socceroo”’ on Sat- 
urday afternoons. 

But it is costly for Channel 0/28 to cover soccer. The channel 
does not have its own outside broadcast units, and so has to hire 
facilities from other stations, or contract out jobs to various 
video companies.

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“Some players can do it. They can go 
behind their team-mates’ back and push 
themselves into the limelight.

He is in his 18th year with Adelaide City 
Juventus, he won South Australia’s Roth- 
mans Medal in 1976 and along the way has 
made many friends. More importantly to 
Perin he has earned the respect of team 
mates and opponents alike. 

So far though he’s a self-confessed fail- 
ure as a coach and that hurts 

“When I replaced Bob D’Ottavi as 
coach earlier this year we were second 
bottom. We're still lingering near the foot 
of the table. 

“T am fully responsible for that. ] am 
the man in charge. I haven’t done anything 
so far. I haven't succeeded yet. 

“Adelaide City Juventus is too big a 
club, with too great a tradition, to be near 
the bottom of the PSL. A club like ours 
doesn’t deserve second best. 

“When I took this job I saw it as a great 
stepping stone for me. I thought that I 
would do well. I believed in the players 
and stil do although we definitely lack 
depth in our squad. 

“T thought to myself that here was a 
great chance to start my coaching career 
off on the right foot and at the end of the 
year sign a two or three-year contract 
with the club after showing them what I 
was Capable of. I haven't done that yet. 

“If Juyentus doesn't want me next year 
I'll go some Where else and succeed."’ 

Adelaide City Juventus recently an- 
nounced a $90,000 three-year sponsorship 
deal with Adelaide Pest Control a few 
days ago announced that it’s previous 
sponsor, Boral, just had signed up for a 
further three-year term. It’s welcome 
news for the financially troubled club.

Perin dearly would love to use some of 
the sponsorship money to improve the 
playing side of the [talian - supported club 
but more importantly he is impressing 


upon club directors the need to embark on | 


an ambitious youth development policy. 

“The future lies with our youth. If you 
produce three players of good PSL stan- 
dard from your juniors you’ve saved your- 
self around $40,000 going by today’s mar- 
ket, We've ips to employ top class junior 
coaches and we'll have to pay to get the 
best. But it’s money well spent. 

“In my 18 years with Juventus only four 
players have come up through the ranks — 
me, Joe Baggio, Joe Serafin! and Sid Ro- 
zetto. That’s bad. 

“Players reach senior level without the 
technique required to go on to bigger and 
better things. We've got to start coaching 
these kids and improving their basic tech- 
nique. 

‘Sydney City signs up the best kids and 
puts them in the reserves for a while. 
When they make it into the seniors Eddie 
Thomas doesn't have to worry about 
coaching basics. 

“Look at some of the guys who sit on 
Sydney City’s bench. They'd be stars at 
any other club in the country. That’s the 
value of depth. 

“When I took over at Juventus I short- 
ened the training sessions from two hours 
to an hour. I wanted an intense one hour 
session to sharpen the guys up. 

“‘But as the weeks went by and a few 
players lost form I simply couldn’t drop 
them. I didn’t have the depth. I’m a great 
believer in replacing a player only with a 
better player. 

“Vil be looking for midfielders and stri- 
kers next year. I’m happy with things at 
the back. Until we got thumped by Sydney 
City two weeks ago we had the second 
lowest goals against record in the PSL this 


year. 

“It would be great if we could use poker 
machines as a source of income like 
Sydney clubs do but there’s no chance of 
that in South Australia for some time. The 
government here is too conservative 

“‘We haven't got a lot of money to splash 
about so it’s important that we attract the 
Italian community back through the gate. 


“Guest players aren’t the answer. 
They’re too costly and you have to rear- 
range your playing style to fit the guest 
player in. What happens to the guy who 
has been training and playing with you for 
weeks and has to move aside to make way 
for the guest player? Then when the guest 
player leaves you have to readjust your 
playing style. 

“The more I think about it the more 
convinced I am that we're just going to 
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have to do much more with the youngsters 
in this country.”’ 

Perin was born in Treviso in northern 
Italy. He came to Australia in 1951 and 
played his first senior game for Adelaide 
City Juventus in 1965 as a 16-year-old. 

“Geez, we had some good players Guys 
who would have been huge stars in Aust- 
Talia if they had been given the oppor- 
tunity to train the way we do nowadays.”’ 

rin’s one year away from Adelaide 
was spent with Melbourne Juventus in 
1972. He met and married his wife, Mary, 
while playing there. 

“T was on loan from Adelaide Juventus 
but Juventus Melbourne had an option to 
buy me at the end of the season. 

“I played three or four games, then had 
to go into hospital for a cartilage oper- 
ation. I was under the impression that I 
was fully insured but when I went to leave 
the hospital I was told that they wouldn’t 
let me out until I paid the bill. I couldn't 
believe it. I forked out the money myself 
and Melboume Juventus didn’t reimburse 
me. 

“I let the matter drop but there was no 
way I was going to sign up again for Mel- 
bourne Juventus at the end of the season. 
Another Victorian club, Hakoah, ap- 
proached me but Adelaide Juventus asked 
for too much money so I returned to South 
Australia. 

"when I got back Adelaide Juventus 
reimbursed me for my hospital bill. That 
tells you what sort of club this Is. They 
paid me for an injury I got playing for an- 
other club.”’ 

Perin's flirtation witb the Socceroos 
started in 1968 when he made the first of 
nine appearances. 

His international career was brief. He 
takes much of the blame. 

His coaching career started this year 
but he already had been on coaching 
courses and holds his senior badge. 

“Originally I didn't think much of these 
courses. I though that if you'd played the 












game at the highest level in this country 
then you knew enough to coach. But 
having eventually gone through the 
courses I've changed my mind. The senior 
course in particular taught me so much 
about organising a team. 


“If I get the Adelaide City Juventus job 
next year then we'll start pre-season 
training seven weeks before the league 
kicks-off. I'm going to work on enforcing 
discipline on and off the field. We have the 
skill but fitness and discipline aren’t what 
they Sou be. 

“Coaches aren’t in the just to 
make friends. Right now Pat treading a 
thin line between being the coach and 
being a mate. 


“T have the respect of the players but 
fear must be there too. 

“Rale Rasic is the coach I admire most. 
He knows more about the game than most 
husbands know about their wives. He 
knows how to command fear and respect. 

“Alan Vest also has vast knowledge 
about the game. I've got a lot of time for 
him, 

“Rasic and Vest can demonstrate as 
well as tell and that’s important. If up and 
coming coaches model themselves on 
these two then the game in Australia is 
looking really good. 

“T’ve also got a lot of admiration for 
Peter Ollerton at Preston Makedonia. Big

coach but it’s something I could never do. 
Some of the players here wanted me to 
Start playing again but I know that I 
couldn’t do both jobs at this level. 

“The only way I'll play again is if I’m 
not here next year. I’m now a free player 
so I shouldn’t have problems finding an- 
other club if I'm not coaching Adelaide 
City Juventus.” 

If Perin stays at the helm of Juventus 
he'll rebuild the team around the lead- 
ership qualities of English import Neil 
Banfield. 

“He is the type of player every success- 
ful side needs 

“I tip Neil Banfield to be the next great 
Australian national team captain. 

‘He's played for England youths but he 
still can play for Australia and he'll be 
applying for permanent residency next 
year,"* 

How ironic if Perin can help foster in 
Banfield the ruthlessness and ambition 
which was lacking in the Adelaide City Ju- 
ventus’ coach as a player and which depr- 
ived him from carving out an enviable 
Socceroo career 

However John Perin the coach may have

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The town of Box Hill in 
1922 was part of the Parish 
of Nunawading and was a 
small but busy shopping and 
cattle marketing area near a 
railway station. 

There were houses, 
churches, schools, an abat- 
toir, gas works, market 
gardens and brickworks. 

A group of British men living in 
the area, and some Aussies too, 
worked at the Gas Works in Elgar 
Road. 

Having a mutual interest in soccer, 
these lads got together and had a bit of fun 
kicking a ball around in a paddock near the 
abattoir. 

Robert Turnbull and George Coggrave 
were most probably the founders of the 
club. 

From about 1922-23, the group of men 
called themselves Box Hill Soccer Foot- 
ball Club and were given use of land on 
Council owned property where the Box 
Hill cemetery is now located. 

Also playing on cemetery land was Box 
Hill United Soccer Club. 

This is believed to have been started by 
George Rudge. 

The area was shared with an Australian 
Rules team which played next to Box Hill 
High School. 

In 1924, BHSFC played non-competitive 
matches, in a red and blue strip. 

The first official meeting of the Box Hill 
Soccer Football club, according to the 
minutes, took place on 27 January, 1925. 

Mr. Weston and Mr. Coggrave were 
nominated for the role of president but as 
the early minutes show, Mr. Jack Young 
was to be first president of the club, a role 
he had for 11 years, tll 1936. 

A Mr. Shields became secretary-trea- 
surer although his heart may not have 
been in the job as he was training, without 
permission, with Box Hill United, and 
eventually was asked to resign. 

Subscriptions were decided upon at 
seven Shillings and sixpence per year and 
one shilling per week. 

Early in the year, Mr. Rudge of United, 
complained to the Soccer Association 
about the establishment of BHSFC, sug- 
gesting (wo teams in one district with very 
similar names might not be a good idea. 

A protest meeting took place in St. 
Andrews church hall in Whitehorse Road, 
Box Hill, and the complaint was over 
ruled. 

By St. Patrick’s Day, March 17, the club 
had two pounds, ten shillings and sixpen- 
ce, plus white jerseys with a royal blue 
“VY, blue knickers and white topped 
stockings, from Sydney. 

Ready for action, the team was chal- 
lenged to a game by Springvale, so the Nu- 
nawading showground was hired for the 
day. This was the Aussie Rules area near 
the High schoo] in Whitehorse Road and 
was suitable for the game because the 
ground had a fence and spectators had to 
walk through a gate and admission could 
be charged. BHSFC ground was unfenced! 

Mr. Coggrave captained the team which 
won 4-3, Marsden and Fotheringham scor- 
ing two goals each. 

Games were played against Box Hill 
United with BHSFC winning 80 and 10-0. 

United played in a different section of 
competition to Box Hill but even so, the 
two district team names caused con- 
fusion. ‘ 

During 1925, a loss to Springvale led to 
the suggestion that players should train, 
so skipping was recommended and no 
doubt each player faithfully skipped at 
home or they all got together to skip one 
night per week. 

There were 250 tickets printed for a 
dance run by the soccer club, with pro- 
ceeds to be given to unemployed people in 
the district. 

Jim Willie was asked to play for Victor- 
ia and was to become a highly skilled 
player of note, as was another team mate, 
Bill Johnston. 

Another member of the 1925 team, the 
first one to play in official compeition 
und the team which was to win the third 
division premiership that year, Was 
Arthur Greaves. 

He and Jim had considerable energy as 
i7-year-olds. 

One Friday, 24 hours before a game, 
Arthur rode from his Surrey Hills home on 
his bicycle, and called at the Mitcham 


The intention was to go rabbit shooting 
at Red Hill, on the Mornington Peninsula. 

When he got to the Willis home, Arthur 
realised he'd left his gun at home, so the 
three rode back to Surrey Hills, then down 
to Red Hill, a journey of several hours. 

‘The trio shot rabbits, called into a coun- 
try dance in the evening and set out for 
home around 11 pm. Arthur rode the whole 
way, arriving in the wee small hours. Jim 
and his brother got to a railway station 
along the Mornington line and decided to 
sleep there and wait for train transport 
back. 

That afternoon, Arthur and Jim played 
soccer but Arthur’s weary condition was 
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on and he was dropped the following 
week. 

In 1925, the team entered the Dockerty 
cup, a trophy donated by keen soccer sup- 
porter, Harry Dockerty. 

Delighted at winning the league, 
BHSFC approached Box Hill Council and 
asked for a ‘new’ ground which suited 
council fine as it needed the cemetery 
area for its proper use. As Box Hill grew 
in leaps and bounds, so did the require- 
ment for the burial area! 

The Aussie rules team moved across the 
road to its present site at the comer of 
Middleborough Road, Box Hill United 
Shifted to Camberwell, although it retain- 


ed the BH name, and BHSFC moved toa . 


cow paddock at the corner of Springfield 
and Dorking Road, Box Hill North. Dor- 
king Road was called Doncaster Road in 
those days. 


By February 1927, the club had a tin 
shed on the site of the new ground and 
plans were made to clear the ground as it 
was a rough site. 

Not fully comprehending that the club 
needed the ground for that season and that 
clearing work was meant to be basic, one 
enthusiastic member arrived early one 
morning and proceeded to plough up the 
whole area! This act took some- 
thing out in more ways than one but even 
though the ground was bumpy, players at 
least were able to shower after matches 
as the dressing shed had three cold water 
outlets. 

Unfortunately, there was no floor so the 
water ran off the players, turning the dirt 
into mud. 

The grass grew well on the ground be- 
cause cows used it during the week for 
grazing and it was extremely well fertili- 
sed. The cows had a ‘first In, first served’ 
attitude to the ground and wandered on 
when matches were in progress which 
tended to distract the players, particular-

ly the opposition, and a note came from 
the Soccer Association asking that the 
beasts be controlled. 

A man whose name was to become ex-, 
tremely well known and respected in Box 
Hill, joined the club at this time. 

Ossie Lungren died of a heart attack in 
November 1981, after an active life as a 
community worker, family man and 
sporstman. He was interviewed several 
months before his death and recalled his 
early days with the club. 

Lungren had come to Australia as an 18- 
year-old from Gothernburg Sweden, and 
unable to speak English, get a job as a kit- 
chen helper in. the Federal Hotel in Mel- 
bourne. 

Ossie's brother played for Box Hill SFC 
so he joined too, playing 2 in goal or at out- 
side left. 

‘During the depression years, some 
players were on hard times and had to 
apply for the dole. People waited outside 
the Box Hill town hall for any handouts 
that were available and some family men 
foraged at the tip to find scraps from 
which to make money or take home to 
their families. 

“The times were very hard and the 
game of soccer on Saturday was able to 
provide some light moments for these 
people,"* he said. 

Lungren was Mayor of Box Hill on four 
occasions, was awarded the Order of the 
British Empire in 1974 and given the Swe- 
dish Government equivalent of a Knigh- 
thood in 1962. 

“When I think of the club's humble be- 
ginning, it gives me a great deal of plea- 
sure to see the wonderful complex that is 
now catering for so many soccer enthu- 
siasts in Box Hill’ he said.

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players skipped for fitness

By 1929 players were training once a 
week, on a trial basis. 

The club was very short of funds but de- 
cided to carry on as best it could. Local 
business men were asked for donations but 
only eight helped with funding and gave 
five shillings each but club supporters ral- 
lied and donated five pound. 

A ball cost 37 shillings and 12 pair of 
socks cost 33 shillings. No matter what 
problems the club had, there was no lack 
of ability as the 1931 team won the pre- 
miership. 

When Walter and Maria Fox and their 
10 children arrived in Australia from Bel- 
fast in the 20s, soccer was probably their 
last concern as they settled in the new 
country. 

But soccer was to play a big part in sha- 
ping their lives and bring Box Hill club 
some enthusiasic members. 

Mrs Fox was known as ‘Granny’ Fox. 
Most people who knew her wouldn't have 
known her first name. 

Her sons Walter and John played for the 
team and John was later to be president of 
the club. 

Walter was killed in New Guinea during 
the War and in his memory, the club start- 
ed the Waiter Fox Memorial trophy. 

In 1934, the junior team at the club was 
abandoned because of lack of a trainer 
plus the fact that the club couldn’t afford 
another ball. 

The crunch came in March 1935 for 
senior players who were told they would 
be picked on ability only and that they had 
to train. 

Training and games were made difficult 
for a while by orchardists up hill from the 
Springfield Park ground who drained their 
properties into the area, flooding it. 

By 1938, the committee realised Spring- 
field Park was not adequate for the first 
team and asked Council for a better 
ground. 

The smal! ground at Surrey Park on 
Elgar Road was suggested. 

However, the ground wasn’t the only 
worry at this time as BHSFC owed the 
Soccer Association eight pounds and had 
no funds to buy a ball to start off the sea- 
son. An Old Boys’ Association came to the 
rescue and donated two balls. 

The club's smoke night on 9 September 
1939 had a topic of conversation no one 
wanted — War — declared between Eng- 
land and her Allies, and Germany, on Sep- 
tember 6. 

A number of players had to go off and 
fight, leaving a committee of three and a 
team consisting of junior age players. 

Surrey Park was used for games once a 
fortnight at a cost of three pounds, three 
shillings : 

During this time, Jim Giles, a former 
player, received a postcard from a team 
mate, Arthur Harris, written and sent 
from a prisoner of war camp in Germany. 

The card read ‘Dear Jim. If you have 
met Mr Clarke lately, you may know that 
I am in the Army. But neither he or you 
known that I was taken prisoner in Greece 
18 months ago. No complaints. Am well, 
and, a bit of skite this, an international 
player! I played against the Serbs in Bel- 
grade last year. We won 2-1. And so, until 
we are . ** Al that point, the writing is 
impossible to read or may have been 
etched out in the prison camp. 

The year 1948 was most memorable for 
the club as it won the first division pre- 
miership, bought a flagpole, then asked 
the Mayor of Box Hill to officially unfurl 
the premiership flag. 

It was during this year that Bill Stewart 
came to Box Hill as a player. 

One of the fittest and best known identi- 
ties at Box Hill, the late Bill Stewart was 
player, coach, manager, tea maker, pie 
warmer and ground marker over the 
years. 

A picture of Bill, proudly wearing his 
club blazer presented to him for services 
rendered, hangs in the clubrooms. 

He began his career in Scotland, turnine 


professional in 1924 with Dykehead in 
third division. 

He came to Australia two years later 
and played for Footscray United, 1928, 
Royal Caledonians, 1929 (second division 
champions that year) and Bill won the lea- 
gue’s best and fairest. 

In 1931 he played for Brunswick in first 
division, a team which was beaten by 
Wonthaggi in the Dockerty cup after six 
hours’ play. 

In 1934 he played with Caledonians 
which won the Melbourne Centenary 
Dockerty cup. He played with Moreland, 
Brighton, Prahran and Park Rangers 
before joining Box Hill in 1948, the year 
BH won the first division premiership. 

He played in BH’s third team, passing 
his knowledge onto other team members 
half his age. He coached an under 14 team 
which contained players aged seven, 
eight, nine and 10. 

A junior team of his won the Blue Rib- 
band cup in 1955 and Liston trophy in 1957. 
Bill represented Victoria on several occa- 
sions. One of his proudest boasts was that 
every team he left was on top when he left 
it. 

Bill and his wife Jean lived at Wattle 
Park and he worked for the Tramways 
Board. He did not own a car and walked 
many miles each week. . . . it was not 
uncommon for him to stroll to Olympic 
Park to a match though he'd usually get a 
lift home. Bill died in the 70's. 

It was in the forties that Marie and King 
Martin put a capital H on the word hospi- 
tality, and underlined it. 


King and Marie Martin's home in Peter 
Street, Box Hill, was the social gathering 
spot for club members for quite a few 
years. From the late 40s, King got in- 
volved in helping the club through a social 
committee, organising lots of activities 
for fun and funds. 

The Martin's three daughters, Ann, Jan 
and Trish, probably had more ‘uncles’ and 
‘aunts’ with all types of accents, than they 
needed. 

The Martins provided meals, accom- 
modation, advice, and a general ‘hail fel- 
low, well met’ attitude which ensured that 
the most lonely of newcomers to Australia 
felt at home at No.1 Peter Street. 

How their neighbours felt is another 
matter. Parties with upwards of 70 people 
weren't uncommon at the Martin home 
and the noise of singing and music would 
almost lift the roof. 

King was four times president of the 
club. 

When Box Hill Soccer club members 
outgrew ‘tea’ after the games but had no 
suitable place in which to drink the thirst 
quenching amber liquid here after refer- 
red to as beer, the years of the great ‘rush’ 
started. 

The rush was from the ground, through 
the shower, into the car, where hopefully 
family and or girl friend was seated, then 
off to the neerest Hotel to beat the six o’- 
clock swill. 


This often saw the weariest of players 
turning into Le Mans style drivers. 

The game finished about 4.30 pm... the 
nubs closed at 6 pm. The Box Hill contin- 
gent usually headed for the Doncaster Inn 
Hotel or The Palace in Camberwell. 

Players with brows dripping sweat, 
eyes glazed, throats parched, would not 
notice the first three glasses of beer touch 
the sides of their throats! 

Female supporters had the choice of 
waiting in their cars for husbands or boy- 
friends to emerge al 6 pm or could go in 
and drink and hope the children’s lungs 
wouldn't suffer from smoke inhalation! 

It would be an understatement to say 
there was relief all round when 10 O'clock 
closing was introduced in 1966, although 
by then, the club offered its own brand of 
hospitality in the clubrooms. 

The club was now using a_ council 
ground at Surrey Park permanently and in 
1951 there were four building fund trustees

and 200 pounds saved towards a pavilion 
next to the soccer ground. Twelve months 
later, the pavilion was finished, after a 
mammoth effort by some club members. 
This clubhouse was to be open on Monday, 
Wednesday and Sunday evenings till 10,30 
pm. 
The 50s saw a number of newcomers at 
Box Hill, some of whom were to have a 
profound influence on the club at the time 
or for a long time to come. 

Brian Horrocks was a 15 year old when 
he joined Box Hill in 1950 and his biggest 
problem was getting people to understand 
his Lancashire accent. He played the 
game till 1956, then his involvement as a 
drummer in a band didn’t allow time for 
any more sport. He played in under 17 and 
18 teams which won the league and cup 
doubles and in 1953, played for Victoria in 
under 18 competition. 

Brian took over the chairmanship of the 
junior committee from Bob Bedford in 
1974 and was on the senior committee for 
seven years. His wife Sue was senior sec- 
retary in 1978. 

Their son Peter played for BH. 

John Bedford is considered to be the 
best player Box Hill has produced ... now 
read about how it all started. 

He was a typical seven year old kid on a 
winter day, kicking an Aussie rules ball 
around on an oval with his mates. A white 
haired man strolled up briskly and asked 
the little boy and his two mates if they 
could help him out. 

“I've only got five boys in my soccer 
team. Could you three play for the team 
today please?’’ asked Bill Stewart. 

“Okay” said Johnny Bedford and he and 
his pals joined in their first game of soc- 
cer, undaunted by a loss of approximately 
35-nil. That was the start of John’s great 
soccer career. 

John Bedford stayed with that under 12 
team for the next few years and at the age 
of 15 played for Box Hill's first team. 

While John was having his first in- 
troduction to soccer, his brother Bob was 
playing for an under 13 team. Bob later 
went on to represent Australia at under 19 
competition but gave the game away soon 
after to play Aussie Rules. 

John and Bob's father is Keith ‘Beefy’ 
Bedford, a former South Melbourne VFL 
player and former Box Hill football club 
coach of 30 years ago. 

Aged 10, 11, and 12, John's team won the 
Miller Cup and league doubles each year. 

In 1961, his talent got him to South Mel- 
bourne Hellas where he played for 14 
years. He then went to Croydon as a 
player and assistant coach, Moreland as a 
player coach, after a brief retirement 
played for Knox City in 1977 and 78, retired 
again then returned to Mooroolbark to 
play nine games at the end of the season, 
coach for seven of them. He and his wife 
Margaret and sons Andrew and Darren 
live at Moorootbark. The boys play soccer, 
Andrew representing the eastern region in 
1981. 

John represented Victoria 32 times. 

Bob returned to soccer in the 60s as 
coach of a junior side at Box Hill in which 
his son Michael played. Other players in- 
cluded Kyle Patterson, Gary Lyddieth, 
Tony Yallop and Robert Lewicki. The 
team won the Ampol Cup in 1973. 

In 1955 a motion was moved that alcohol 
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be banned at or in the vicinity of club func- 
tions. The motion was rescinded on Febru- 
ary 14 1958. Since then, prohibition has not 
raised its ugly head at the club again. 

Melbourne in 1956 was taken over by the 
excitement of staging the Olympic Games 
and soccer club members were there at 
closing day at the MCG because a club 
member with foresight had bought 100 
tickets at 11 shillings, the previous year. 

One spectator enjoying the Olympic 
Games was Wally Patterson who joined 
the club in 1953. 

He had been brought up on Rugby Union 
in Belfast and didn't play soccer seriously 
until the age of 21, for Box Hill. 

He played as a defender till 1961 then 
after a visit overseas, returned and joined 
Juventus where former Box Hill player, 
Noel Kenny, was a player. 

(Noel was a player with tremendous 
ball skills but he didn’t actually score 
many goals, though he set up many. Play- 
ing for Box Hill in one game, he'd been 
heckled by supporters who kept shouting 
‘Shoot, Kenny, shoot!’ He finally iost his 


cool and shouted back ‘who do you thinkI 
Box Hill’s 


am, Marshall Dillon?’) 

Wally transferred from Juventus to 

Makedonia and ended his career, aged 37. 

As his sons Kyle and Scott showed an 

interest in the game, Wally went into 

coaching juniors, the best team being the 

1978 under 16 team which won the league 

and the JLMC cup. 

A new ‘ground’ was found — on Ca- 
nterbury Road, Box Hill South. It had pre- 
viously been the Council tip so soccer club 
members viewing it in late 1955 would 
have looked at a large paddock on one side 
of which there was an incinerator. 

Giving themselves a challenge, the 
committee decided the large area of filled 
in rubbish tip should be called Wembley 
Park. The tip had been closed to the public 
in the 30s 

Meetings then took place between club 
and Council to discuss plans to improve 
the area, including, in order, pavilion, 
temporary toilets, fencing Canterbury 
Road, rail and fence around playing area, 
floodlighting for practice, terracing and a 
grandstand. The club received a foan in 
1957 from the V.A.S.F.A. of 600 pounds, to 

_ be repaid by the end of 1959 

Meantime, the pavilion from Surrey 
Park was shifted to Wembley. It was 
meant to be straight, not angled, but the 
truck delivering the two-piece wooden 
building couldn't get it straight. 

The Walter Fox memorial trophy was 
won in 1955 by David Quayle, a pleasant 
young Englishman with a keen sense of 
putting back into the club what he got out 
of it, an ideal which resulted in him being 

‘ president in 1972-73 and 74. 

He captained the reserve side in 196) 
when it won the Harry Armstrong Cup. 
Aged 17, he played for the first team 
against Polonia. 

On coaches, David said ‘In 20 years I 
have been under more coaches than the 
Ventura buslines’ head mechanic”’. 

Some of them are van der Weyden, Bill 
Werner, Andy McCulloch, Angus Drennan, 
Len Young, Peter Craig, Frank Wimmer, 
Archie Campbell}, John Russell, John 
Brown and Alex Glennie. 

David was made a Life Member in 1973. 
He and his family now live in Swan Hill 
where, in 1974, he formed a soccer club 
whose members travel up to 150 miles for 
friendly games. 


Year 1957 was an important one to 
BHSC member, Ian McLeod who won the 
Argus Medal for the best and fairest 
player in the league. 

lan came to Australia under the ‘Bring 
out a Briton’ scheme during the 1950s. 

He was sponsored to Australia by Mr 
and Mrs Ken Hoyle. 

The English girl Ann, who was to 
become his wife, arrived in Australia in 
1957. Their first date was to a soccer 
match at Olympic Park in which Sir Stanl- 
ey Mathews played. 

Tan also played with Moreland and Don- 
caster, then returned to Box Hill where he 
coached junior teams. His sons Greg and 
Andrew were a great pride and joy to Ian. 

He was killed in a car accident in 1979 
and his premature death was mourned by 
many people. Ian was a statistician who 
kept a lot of extremely neat paperwork 
showing who won, how and who kicked 
each goal. 

As a mark of respect, the Junior League 
Management Committee named the 
under 16 JLMC cup after Ian. 

Greg McLeod is now with the senior 
section of the club and Andrew is catching 
up fast. 

An innocent 18-year-old, Anna Fraser, 
arrived in Australia, alone, from Scotland 
in 1957 and spent her first two nights in a 
boarding house in St Kilda—until someone 
told her about the area's notorious reputa- 
tion, where upon she moved, quickly. 

In 1963, Anna married John McPhee. 
Both he and brother Robbie had played for 
Box Hill. 

Anna and Johnny had two sons, Scott 
and Gary, and a daughter Janine. 

John became involved in coaching ju- 
niors. 

It is without doubt that he won the ad-

his coaching efforts in 1976, the season 
which was to be his last as he died of 
cancer on December 4 that year. 

Despite the seriousness of his illness, 
John coached the team, sometimes froma 
chair, and showed guts and a fighting 
spirit that will long be remembered. 

Anna has been on committees for 18 
years. She has been on the senior, junior 
and social committee and was junior sec- 
retary for eight years, a time of tre- 
mendous growth in the junior side of the 
club 

Anna worked at soccer House for two 
years and in 1981, worked for the South 
Melbourne Hellas club. 

A pre-season under 14 trophy is the John 
McPhee memorial trophy. 

Without doubt, Tom White registered 
for Box Hill in the most unusual place. 

Coming to Australia with his bride of 12 
months, in 1957, he was on board the ship, 
New Australia, and received registration 
papers at Port Said, where he signed them 
and sent them back to Box Hill, where his 
brother Ron was a club member. 

At 24 years of age, Tom played his first 
game for Box Hill at inside right. He 
played until 1969 ending his career as a de- 
fender. 

Margaret qualifies as ‘soccer widow of 
the decade’ as Tom has personally put 
many hours work, physical and mental, 
into the club. 

Fortunately he managed to go home oc- 
casionally so the couple have two children, 
Craig, a first team player and Kym. He 
was awarded the club's ‘best club man’ 
trophy in 1979. 

Having spent much time building the 
clubroom, Tom then volunteered to be sec- 
retary of the social committee and worked 
very hard during 1981, taking bookings, 
acting as barman, master of ceremonies, 
tidy-up man and much more. 

The name Tom seems synonomous with 
hard work at Box Hill if you take Tom 
White and Tommy McCelland as exam- 
ples. Actually Tom Mac does have another 
name. Read on. 

Did you ever hear of the notorious Box 
Hil! player called ‘Fenderbelly’? 

Dare we say the opposition quaked to 
see this man take the field for Box Hill! 

Not a huge giant of a man but in facta 
man of middle height, with a Belfast ac- 
cent, lovely rosey cheeks and a stomach 
that protruded slightly as he weighed 13 
stone. You'll know him by the name of 
Tommy McClelland and he'll appreciate it 
if you stick to Tommy, as the Fenderbelly 
title and huge stomach are way in the 
past. 

Tom was 23 when he arrived in Mel- 
bourne from Belfast in 195] as a migrant. 
He was nine weeks in Melbourne, then 
went to Canberra for eight months as a 
bricklayer, also representing the Capital 
Territory at soccer. 

In 1952, he went to Sale and worked at 
the Royal Australian Air Force Base, 
brick laying. No soccer was played there 
so he lined up with the local Aussie Rules 
team and won the trophy for the best first 
year player. He was the smallest man in 
the team. He also played basketball and 
was in the Club Hotel;s drinking team. 

Traralgon Tigers then put out feelers 
fro Tom and he was selected to represent 
the LaTrobe Valley ina game against Mel- 
bourne select side. 

A Box Hill soccer club committee-man, 
Bob Brown, saw Tom and asked him*to 
join Box Hill, giving him 30 shillings for 


his train fare from Traralgon to Mel- 
bourne. 

Tom played for Box Hill until 1960 and 
then turned his interest to juniors teams 
with such players as Jim McMinimee, 
Paule Corke, John Hagar, Norman and 
Alan Voce—young ambitious players with 
skill and they pleased Tom with their en- 
thusiasm. 

In 1958 the State League was formed 
and Box Hill was in it. 

Around this time, another Argus medal 
winner was involved with Box Hill. Angus 
Drennan was extremely fit and played the 
game well into his fifties. 

During 1960, police were invited to 
home games as some violent incidences 
occured. 

Not surprisingly, John Bedford, won 
the Walter Fox trophy in 1960, the year 
BHSC got its own ‘Leaning Tower’ other- 
wise known as the shelter over the turn- 
Stile at the main gate. 

_Tom Mac built this, without founda- 
tions, in record time—just cement onto 
ground, shelter on top. It has a nine inch 
lean according to its builder. 

An attic in the old incinerator, (now re- 
furnished to become a shower area and 
dressingroom) was converted to become a 
Press box and a phone was installed to 
drag contact with the outside world pos- 
sible 


By this time, subscriptions for male 
members was two pounds, ladies ten shil- 
lin 

x young man, Bob McLeish, was play- 
ing for the Hillmen at this time and broke 
his collar bone playing for the first team. 
A test of his courage and character came 
later when, in an industrial accident, he 
lost an arm from above the elbow. 

Determined to keep playing the game 
he enjoyed so much, Bob trained hard and 
became a one armed centre forward for 
the club, though strangely enough, not the 
first one-armed player at BH as years be- 
fore, Bill Westerveldt played at centre 
half after. he too had fost. an arm. 


Both men displayed great ability to play 
because they had to balance themselves 
and also learn to expect no quarter from 
the opposition. 

Norman Voce won the Walter Fox 
trophy in 1961. His brother Alan had 
played for Victoria several years before. 

The Voce brothers had came to Aust- 
ralia from Salford, Lancashire, in 1949 
with their parents, and started playing in 
Moe with junior teams. 

After returning to England for 12 
months, the family arrived back in Mel- 
bourne in 1957, Alan to play with Prahran 
and Norman, Box Hill, where Alan soon 
joined him. 

On leaving Box Hill at different times, 
both lived in Hong Kong and were players 
with the HKFC, the only British soccer 
team in first division there. 

Mike Roodhouse, a Londoner, came to 
Australia with his wife Maureen in 1961. 

He and his brother Stephen were both 
Box Hill players, Mike's appearances 
being from 196) to 1967 during which time 
he once scored five goals in a first team 
match . .. all for Box Hill too. 

His sons Ian and Alan have both shown a 
great deal of talent at soccer, both repre- 
senting Victoria and Ian representing 
Australia in 1979. 

Ian was in England for a few months in 
1980, trainging with Crystal Palace. 

During Bill Buck’s secretarial term,

Peter recalled: “‘It was a cold blustery 
September day as I looked through a large 


_- wire fence onto a bleak muddy football 
_- pitch in Canterbury Road. 


“A cross between Stalag 17 and the 
Tundra and optimistically named Wemb!- 


- ey Park. Worse was to come. 


“I was taken into the dressing rooms, 
which had the warmth of a funeral parlor 
waiting for a customer. The floor was cov- 
ered in broken laces, old band-aids, dried 
mud shaped football soles. A few tattered 
jumpers hung sadly from pegs. In the 
corner stood a line marker, a few opened 
bags of lime, corner flags and a net. The 
odor of liniment and damp finished the ef- 
fect. 

“A steady maddening drop testified that 
showers were close to hand and after 
mounting steps and peering into the 
gloom, I identified three shower hoses 
about bin-lid size—the type that when fully 
pressured, cause brain damage. 

“‘The floor was a guarantee of terminal 
tinea, Add a few pigeon droppings and the 
scene was complete. 

‘*So, this was the Box Hill Soccer Club. 
Twelve thousand miles and much anguish 
about my ability to fit into a First Division 
club were at a shattering end. 

“I was surprised. No, I hadn’t expected 
anything like this. Perhaps there were a 
few minor suggestions I could make on 
improvements. 

“Well, yes, Hampden Park and some of 
my previous clubs were better appointed. 
At Box Hill, there was nothing a little 
effort (a bulldozer and a few thousand dol- 
lars) couldn't put right. 

“Sixteen years later as I stroll from the 
well appointed dressing rooms under an 
imposing stand to the carpeted warm 
social clubrooms, I pass the old place and 
still hear that maddening drip from the old 
showers. Must mention it to the com-

miltee, Maybe get it fixed. Then again, 
maybe not!** 

Peter wasted no time at the club getting 
the ‘lads’ fit. A former British Army man, 
Peter is an excellent trainer and when on 
the rare occasion fitness wasn’t sufficient 
to put the team in a winning position, 
Peter's eloquence did the trick. His pre- 
game pep talks were a cross between the 
oratory ofa Churchill and the humor of 
Hope. 

Now meet the Taylor family, Ray, Jim 
and Ally 

Jim and Ray came to Australia with 
their father in 1969, Ray to play for Juven- 
tus. He ended up playing half a season 
with Slavia instead, then gave the game 
away for two years. 

In 1972, Ally arrived with his wife Jean 
and son and daughter. All three men are 
hard workers for the club in their own 
way. 

Ray is a first team player, general 
handyman builder at the club and has as- 
sisted with junior coaching. 

Jim has been team manager on numer- 
ous occasions and in 1981, was named ‘best 
club man’. 

Ally is a supporter and a former com- 
mittee member who can, like Jim, tackle 
everything from haggis to hot potatoes. 


‘A cross between Stalag 17 and the Tundra 
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Ally junior played with BH for several 
seasons. 

In memory of their family, the Taylor 
family presents a trophy for the players’ 
player each year. 

By 1969, Box Hill was back in State Lea- 
gue. It was that year the club committee 
decided a grandstand was necessary and 
within two years, plans were drawn up. 

In 1971, BH was back in first division, 
then up again to State League for 72173. 

The stand was to cost $40,000, BHSC to 
pay $10,000 in interest, and instalments of 
$500 a year for 20 years. 

On opening day, July 1974, Wembley 
Park was a splendid sight as the Box Hill 
City band played, a junior tournament 
known as the Governor's trophy took place 
and local dignitaries chatted with the 
guests of honor, Victorian Governor Sir 
Henry Winneke and Lady Winneke. 

In 1974, the team played in first division, 
badly, and was relegated to second divi- 
sion. 

During 1974, much concentration had 
been placed on training junior players 
with potential. No senior players received 
payment that year either. 

The minutes of the AGM have a note 
that there was a ‘lack of fighting spirit’ in 
the club. 

During the 70s, funds were raised in 
various ways, including sponsorship. Greg 
Matheson handled publicity for several 
years and involved Trans Tours in a 
promotion that resulted in trips to Fiji for 
best and fairest winners and the raffling of 
a Central Australia trip, won by the 
Singleton family 

Greg also did press reports on games 
and generally added a ‘touch of class’ to. 
the public relations side of the club. 

Kyle Patterson, a junior who got 
through to the senior team and was a 
journalist at “‘Soccer Action” also penned 
many a word about the club and in 1981, 
Mike Roodhouse took over as press offi- 
cer, adding a touch of Tennyson to reports. 

In 1976, back in first division, Peter 
Craig and Colin Hasler as coach and as- 
sistant coach proved almost too much of a 
mental strain for the players and suppor- 
ters alike as they were both slick talkers 
with an endless supply of ‘one liners’ at 
ihe ready and would have made more 
money on the stage than they did at soc- 
cer. 

The first team won the Cumberland Cup 
in 1976 and 1977 with Peter at the helm. 
That year, a Box Hill under 13 team won 
the Ampol Cup, coached by Bob Bedford. 


It was in 1978 that a junior side, the 


under 16 team, caused great excitement at 
the club and was memorable for bringing 
together, junior and senior supporters as a 
group. 

The team, coached by Wally Patterson 
who had taken over from ‘Love your face’ 
Singleton and Dick Featherstone won the 
league and the coveted JLMC cup. 

Included in the side were Greg McLeod, 
Scott Patterson, Peter Verecchia, Mike 
Valentine, Mike Featherstone, lan Rood- 
house and David Singleton, all of whom 
went on to play for the first team within 
the next three seasons, 

The final was a 7-2 win against Foots. 
J.U.S.T which was no doubt overawed at 
seeing two bus loads of Box Hill suppor- 
ters pour out of Rennie’s coaches, ob- 
viously not in the mood to cope with a loss. 
At least 90 people attended the celebration 
that night. Jt was evidence that the alien- 
ation which exists between junior and 
senior sides of the club need not. 

Ideally, one day, junior players and 
their parents will add their numbers to the 
supporters who follow the first team and 
in return, first team players will devote 
some time to watching and encouraging 
junior teams. 

It was at the 1978 junior meeting that 
Mike Davidson, junior chairman for sev- 
eral years, became president of the senior 
committee which was probably akin to 
going from the frying pan into the fire. 

Mike came from Aberdeen in 1963 and 
played for Slavia. A vocal fellow, he was 
interviewed on Tony Charlton's Channel 9 
sports programme by Alex Barr and spoke 
about some problems at Slavia. Soon after 
he was playing for Elwood Austria and 
also played in two practice games for Box 
Hill. 

He joined the BHSC in 1974 when his son 
Craig showed an interest in the sport. He 
coached under 9, 10, 11, 12 and 13 teams. 

Box Hill's 1981 team won the Met- 
ropolitan League cup with Tom Newbiggin 
as coach standing in for senior coach Bill 
Murray who was overseas getting mar- 
ried. 

The reserve team, coached by Tom, 
won its premiership and the first team, 
despite getting close enough to sniff 
promotion, finished the year in fourth 
place. 

The 1981 first team squad, with a star to 
denote players who came from the junior 
ranks, was Ian McLeod, Noel Cupido, 
Donald Brownlie, Mark Kresevenx, 
Donovan Lawler, Greg McLeod, 
Graham Morgan, Craig Hearn, Scott Pat- 
terson*, Kyle Patterson*, Ray Tolmie, 
Ian Roodhousex, Ray Taylor, David 
Singleton, Peter Verecchia*, Billy Rae, 
Pedro Ramos*, Craig Whitex, Mike Va- 
lentinex, Ian Darlington and George 
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Rale Rasic and his De 
but with two rounds to go it is difficult to see

At least six Philips League stars will miss 
the second-last round due to suspensions.

Obviously Arok spent some 
time reviewing the solidly 
built, compact little Hun- 
garian's situation while he was 
back in Hungary to visit his ex- 
tremely ill mother.
